Pay Raise Law Will Bring Increases 


In Survivor Benefit Payments For Many 


Also Alters Death Gratuity—Page 25 


SSAGE of the military pay bill will add as much as $74 a month to survivor 
benefit checks. The increases would go to all of those now receiving survivor 


benefits and to: 


e@ Survivors of military personnel who die on active duty in the future, and 
@ Survivors of retired personnel and veterans who die of Service-connected 


causes in the future. 


The top increase could amount to as much as $1320 annually, if the House and 
Senate approve the higher rates of pay proposed by the Cordiner Committee for 


the senior officer ranks. 


Should the Congress decide against an increase in pay for retired members of the 
Armed Forces (a possibility which is not likely), the survivors of retired personnel 
who are now receiving survivor benefits would, nevertheless, receive the higher 
rates of compensation. The survivors of retired personnel who die of service-con- 
nected causes in the future also would receive the higher payments. 

As drafted by the Pentagon, the pay plan would boost the survivor benefits of a 
four-star officer’s widow from $242 per month to $316. The widow of a three-star 
officer would receive $292 instead of $242; the widow of a two-star officer would

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Cordiner Says Pro Pay Is No “Substitute” 
For Normal Promotion To Higher Grade 


Proposed proficiency pay for members of the Armed Forces is not intended as a 


“substitute” for normal promotion. 


General Electric President Ralph J. Cordiner says his Defense Advisory Commit- 
tee “has found it difficult to obtain understanding” on this point. 


In a new statement to members of the Kilday House Armed Services Subcom- 
mittee, Mr. Cordiner declares that proficiency pay “must not be confused with the 
normal promotion which is associated with full military qualification in a higher 
grade.” It is only “an additional management tool” to be used for critical skills. 


He also discusses officer compensation in terms of the proficiency pay concept. 


The GE Executive views are contained in a letter to Representative Porter Hardy 
(D-Va), a member of the Kilday Subcommittee who raised specific questions about 
proficiency pay during Mr. Cordiner’s testimony before the committee. Copies also 
were sent to the other 12 members of the committee and Mr. Cordiner asked Chair- 
man Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex) to insert the letter in the record of the hearings. 


Text Of Letter 


Here is the text of the letter to Congress- 
man Hardy: 

“During my testimony before the House 
Armed Services Subcommittee on February 
19th, you raised an excellent and provoca- 
tive question concerning the relationship 
between proficiency pay and promotion to 
higher rank. Because of the limited time 


that was then available, this subject was 
perhaps not sufficiently explored to make 
clear the recommendations of the Defense 


Advisory Committee with regard to the pro- 
ficiency pay concept. 


“T believe I explained in my formal re- 
marks that the Committee’s recommenda- 
tions for a modern military pay system 
were designed to pay individuals for the 


value of the services performed. Everyone 
seems to agree with this principle but the 
Defense Advisory Committee has found it 
difficult to obtain understanding as to how 
the principle can best be carried out among 
military personnel. 

“For enlisted personnel, among other 
proposals, the Committee recommended a 
step-in-grade pay system and a proficiency 
pay system. The step-in-grade system pro- 
vides for pay based primarily on achieve- 
ment (ie, attainment of rank) and for lim- 
ited recognition for experience in grade. 
The proficiency pay system is designed to 
recognize the individual’s demonstrated 
outstanding performance, in any skill, so 
that he can be advanced in pay grade with- 
out the need for a corresponding advance 
in military rank. Military rank is related 
to the command structure. If you try to re- 
ward an individual technician solely by pro- 
motion in military rank, you confuse the 
command structure and create the situation 
of ‘all chiefs and no Indians,’ which must 
be avoided. Therefore, proficiency pay en- 
ables the Services to reward exceptionally 
skilled enlisted men without forcing them 
to take on supervisory responsibilities or 
overloading the command structure. 


Relate Pay to Contribution 


‘‘Thus, proficiency pay is not a substi- 
tute for, and must not be confused with, 
the normal promotion which is associated 
with full military qualification in a higher 
grade, It is designed to give the Services an 
additional management tool to more effec- 
tively relate pay to personal contribution 
and to meet competition for critical skills. 

“The above compensation principles are 
applicable to the proposals made for officer 
compensation. However, because the officer 
pay scale is applicable to individuals doing 
‘commanding and managing work’ rather 
than specialized technical work, the proce- 
dures recommended differ from those for 
enlisted personnel. In addition to other pro- 
posals, the Committee recommended a 
step-in-grade pay system similar to that for 
enlisted personnel. A proficiency pay con- 
cept, as such, was not specifically proposed. 
In order to achieve the proficiency pay con- 
cept among officers, it was recommended 
that outstanding performance be recognized 
by advancing an individual both in military 
rank and in pay grade without regard to 
length of service. 

“The reason for making this distinction 
between the pay recommendations for en- 
listed and officer personnel is that the Ser- 
vices require many varying kinds of work, 
particularly in the enlisted ranks. The pro- 
ficiency pay system, therefore, was designed 
to make it possible to effectively recognize 
the contributions of such specialists—for ex- 
ample, electronics technicians, missile men 
and radar specialists, or whatever skill is 
considered critical by the Service concerned. 
On the other hand, the officer categories, in 
general, include broad-gauge, non-special- 
ized positions of the managerial type, for 
which rank and pay grade can be directly 
correlated; in these cases, simultaneous ad- 
vances in both military rank and pay grade 
are the best methods of encouraging and re- 
warding high quality performance among 
officers. 





Remove Less Capable Officers 


“In addition to the need for a modern 
pay system, I believe I made clear in my 
testimony that it is essential that the De- 
partment of Defense take concerted adminis- 
trative action to exploit the full potential 
which will be provided by the adoption of 
the Committee recommendations. Renewed 
efforts should be made to identify, screen 
out and remove the less capable individuals 
from the officer ranks. The Services should 
use the new compensation structure to foster 
the highest standards of competence, integ- 
rity and responsibility particularly in the 
officer and non-commissioned officer corps. 
This must include clear-cut lines of author- 
ity and responsibility for manpower con- 
trols, and the concurrent delegation at the 
lowest level where action can be effectively 
taken. 

“I hope that this further explanation will 
clarify my previous testimony on this point, 
and help the Representatives to arrive at a 
sound conclusion with respect to the mili- 
tary compensation problem.

“SICK PAY” TAX PROCEDURES TOLD 


Internal Revenue Service Officials in Washington, D. C., have suggested 
procedures to aid disability retired military personnel determine whether 
or not they are entitled to “sick pay” tax exemptions. 

Persons who have not yet filed income tax returns for periods of their 
disability retirement may apply to the “Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
Revenue Building, Washington, D. C., attn. Tax Rulings Division,” for a rul- 
ing in their own pariicular case. Those retired from the Armed Services in 
the future may apply for a ruling at the time of separation. 

Disability retired personnel who have already filed returns for this or previ- 
ous years must have their “sick pay” exemption claims decided by their local 
IRS field office. Adverse decision of the field offices, it was pointed out, can 


be appealed to Washington. 


Recent official interpretations of Internal Revenue Service Ruling 5843 
have held that members of the Armed Forces retired for physical disability 
are considered absent from work on account of injuries or sickness and may 
exclude up to $100 per week of the taxable portion of their disability retired 
pay as “sick pay” until they reach “retirement age.” 

For Navy personnel, the official Revenue interpretation says, “ ‘retirement 
age’ for an officer is the age at which he would have completed 40 years of 
service or age 62, whichever is earlier, and for an enlisted member the age 
at which he would have completed 30 years of service.” 

No general formula for “retirement age” was given for Army or Air Force 
personnel, although IRS officials say they could probably formulate one if 
they were asked. So far, neither service has asked. 

Army and Air Force officials are still pondering the problem of just what 


is “retirement age.” 


Retired military personnel who are eligible for the “sick pay” exemption 
may be entitled to refunds on their tax returns for as far back as 1954. The 
final date for claiming refunds on 1954 income tax is 15 April 1958.

The Spring nuclear test series in the 
Pacific, announced by the U. S. Atomic 
Energy Commission and the Defense De- 
partment on 15 Sept. 1957, is to be known 
as Operation HARDTACK.

Claims Court Hits Army’s ‘Violation Of “Own Rules”; 


Scores 


“Erroneous Judgments” That Deny Seaahery Rights 


The U. S. Court of Claims has leveled 
biting criticism against the “erroneous 
judgment of the military departments 
denying military personnel the rights 
granted them by statutes and regula- 
tions.” 

In deciding the case of Lt. Col. Donald 
T. Patterson, AUS-Ret., a majority of the 
Court lashed out at what was described 
as the Army’s “complete violation of its 
own regulations which it has promul- 
gated for the protection of the rights of 
those affected by its actions.” Singled out 
for special blame were the Army Physi- 
cal Review Council and the Army Board 
for the Correction of Military Records. 

Two judges registered dissents against 
the majority ruling. 

Colonel Patterson had sued to recover 
disability retirement pay from 9 March 
1946 when he was released from active 
duty “not by reason of disability.” 

In 1948 he was found to have multiple 
sclerosis, again diagnosed and confirmed 
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by an Army Examination “some time in 
1949 or early 1950.” The decision pointed 
out that the symptoms of multiple scle- 
rosis had been noted in his Army record, 
though not diagnosed prior to his 1946 
discharge. 

As a result of a Veterans Administra- 
tion examination in 1951, he was given 
a disability pension effective 4 January 
1950. 

In 1953 Colonel Patterson applied to 
the Army Board for the Correction of 
Military Records to have his records 
show that he was relieved from active 
duty in 1946 by reason of physical dis- 
ability and entitled to retirement pay 
benefits from that date. 

When consulted on the case, the Office 
of the Army Surgeon General said that 
Colonel Patterson probably did contract 
the disease while on active duty. It fur- 
ther said that if the diagnosis had been 
made at the time of separation “he would 
have properly been retired for physical 
disability under the laws, rules, regula- 
tions, and policies in effect at that time.” 

After a favorable decision by a medical 
board at Ft. Riley, Kans., a Physical 
Evaluation Board at the same post in 
1954 unanimously held that the disease 
was incurred on active duty and that he 
was eligible for retirement pay at the 
time of separation in 1946. It recom- 
mended that the military records be cor- 
rected to show these findings. 

When the results arrived in Washing- 
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ton, the Correction Board asked the 
Army Physical Review Council whether 
Colonel Patterson was entitled to disa- 
bility retirement under the regulations 
in effect in 1946. The Court noted that 
“To this inquiry, the Council with Del- 
phic oracular brevity said ‘No.’” 

The red tape continued, next time in 
the form of a request by the Correction 
Board for a second advisory opinion by 
the Surgeon General. For the second 
time the Surgeon General told the Board 
that Colonel Patterson had contracted 
the disease during his Army service and, 
if diagnosed at the time, would have been 
eligible for disability retirement benefits. 

A split decision by the Correction 
Board, signed by the Secretary of the 
Army, finally decided that a “review of 
all available medical records reveals that 
Donald T. Patterson ..., now determined 
to have ‘multiple scelrosis’ was not 
qualified for disability retirement pay 
benefits at the time of his retirement 
from active duty.” 

In other words, the Army said “No.” 

The Court disagreed. 

It said that if “we treat the Correction 
Board’s decision as a decision on a ques- 
tion of fact ... there is not a scintilla 
of evidence to support it. If we treat it 
as a legal decision . . . there is not a 
scrap of authority for such a decision.”

Tells Service Secretaries 


AF Responsible For Land IRBM And ICBM’s 


Secretary of Defense Neil H. McElroy 
has made it emphatic that the Air Force 
has responsibility for future research and 
development of land-based intermediate 
and intercontinental ballistic missiles. 

No official reason for the action was 
given, but a one-sentence memorandum, 
dated 28 February, from Secretary Mc- 
Elroy to the Secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force, has been issued. 

Under the subject: “Research and De- 
velopment Responsibility for Second 
Generation Land-based IRBM’s and 
ICBM’s,” Secretary McElroy stated: 

“In order to avoid any misunderstand- 
ing regarding the responsibility for the 
future research and development in the 
field of land-based IRBM’s and ICBM’s, 
it should be understood that this function 
is the responsibility of the Department 
of the Air Force.” 

Speculation on the motive for the Sec- 
retary’s action is that he moved to pre- 
vent Army efforts for future develop- 
ment work on extended range ballistic 
missiles. 

It is noteworthy that Secretary Mc- 
Elroy recenty gave the Army a go-ahead 
for work on a solid propelant missile, the 
Pershing, which will have a range in ex- 
cess of the 200 mile limit that was im- 





posed upon the Army by former Secretary 
of Defense Charles E. Wilson. 

The Army also was designated by Sec- 
retary McElroy to be responsible for the 
anti-missile missile weapon, the Nike 
Zeus, with the Air Force given respon- 
sibility for development of long-range 
missile detection devices. 

The Secretary’s new statement recalls 
an exclusive report in THE JOURNAL (26 
October 1957) in which officials at the 
Army Air Defense Command Headquar- 
ters, Ent AFB, Colo., discussed the possi- 
bility of “dual purpose” missiles that 
could be used for air defense missions and 
also for attack missions. Anti-aircraft 
weapons in Korea frequently were used 
for artillery strikes against enemy land 
positions. 

Presumably, Secretary McElroy was 
concerned that in the development of sec- 
ond-generation missiles, such as the 
Pershing, Zeus and the Plato field force 
anti-missile missile, the Army would seek 
to achieve a land-based IRBM and ICBM 
capability. 

Another possible factor in Mr. Mc- 
Elroy’s action is the discussion relating 
to a land-based version of the Navy’s 
Polaris Fleet Ballistic Missile.

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Pay Presentation. Strong leadership in the 
Department of Defense’s presentation of its case 
for pay revision has been given by Assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense William H. Francis, jr. and his 
military assistants. In this, his first major ap- 
pearance before Congressional Committees, Mr. 
Francis has shown a deep insight into the prob- 
lem, a thorough knowledge of the bill he is pre- 
senting, and an understanding of the part the 
Committees play in our defense structure—an 
understanding that has improved as the hearings 
progressed. 

Assisting Mr. Francis in his presentation are 
Col. James M. Keck, USAF, and Lt. Col. Leo E. 
Benade, MSC, USA, whose work has won high 
praise from the Subcommittee members for the 
fine manner in which they laid the problem be- 
fore the committees and their answers to com- 
plicated questions. 

Aided by this capable staff, Mr. Francis has 
worked with the committee members, presenting 
the Department’s official views and at the same 
time considering and discussing the changes sug- 
gested by the committeemen. In his closing state- 
ment to the Kilday Subcommittee, for example, 
Mr. Francis reported that the pay scales of cer- 
tain officer and lower enlisted ranks are being 
restudied to make adjustments suggested by 
members of the committee. “It was never the in- 
tention,” Mr. Francis told the group, “to work 
hardship on certain individuals and we, there- 
fore, welcome this opportunity to study possible 
deficiencies in the bill.” Such an attitude wins 
considerably more cooperation than one more in- 
flexible. 


Newsmen and committee members have no- 
ticed Mr. Francis’s enthusiasm in his subject, and 
some of it has rubbed off on them. 

The Assistant Secretary reported early for each 
of his appearances and stayed late. After his testi- 
mony he remained to listen to others and even 
after the committee adjourned he often stayed on 
talking with members or answering newspaper 
reporters’ questions. 

There is every reason to believe that a con- 
structive bill will be passed and become a law. 
When this comes about a fair share of the credit 
must go to Assistant Secretary Francis, Colonel 
Keck and Lieutenant Colonel Benade. 


The Undersea Age. The remarkable achieve- 
ment of the atomic-powered USS Skate in making 
the passage from the United States to England 
entirely submerged is a dramatic foretaste of 
things to come in this rapidly broadening field of 
undersea warfare. The British people, with their 
background of centuries as a maritime nation, 
were thrilled by the voyage and insisted on having 
the captain, Cdr. James F. Calvert, tell the story 
on their radio and television networks. 

Long distance, high speed voyages of a ship 
of war entirely submerged hold vast potentiali- 
ties. The first big development comes in the new 
class of 5,600-ton atom-powered submarines 
which will be equipped to carry 16 of the 1,500- 
mile range Lockheed Polaris missiles and to fire 
them from submerged positions anywhere in the 
world. Defense against such attack poses stu- 
pendous problems both of detection and inter- 
ception, for detection would involve a long range 
radar system oriented to all points of the com- 
pass while interception is made extremely difficult 
by the short flight time of a missile which may 
conceivably be fired from just off the shore line. 

It is encouraging, as reported by Navy wit- 
nesses in recent Congressional testimony, that 
the construction time for these powerful new 
submarines is being appreciably reduced by ad- 
vance planning. Instead of the former three-year 
requirement for submarine building, it is now 
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estimated that such ships can be built in 27 
months from authorization and that by advance 
procurement of long lead-time components even

Readers’ Views 
Army Promotions 
Editor,, THE JOURNAL: 


When the present Augmentation 
Act was being discussed the ques- 
tion came up concerning adjusting 
the rank of many officers who were 
commissioned in the RA under the 
Officer’s Personnel Act of 1947 but 
were not credited with commissioned 
service prior to 1 Jan 1948. During 
the discussion a high Pentagon offi- 
cial was quoted as saying to the 
effect; “We will have to restore their 
rank to them if we ever expect to 
look them in the face again.” Ap- 
parantly they didn’t expect to look 
us in the face again because a mul- 
titude of reasons were born to show 
why it would be detrimental to the 
officers concerned if he were given 
this rank back. 

When I received my RA commis- 
sion in 1949 I had around five years 
in grade as a First Lieutenant. I was 
given a permanent grade of Second 
Lieutenant as of 1 Jan 1948. My ac- 
tive commissioned service prior to 
1 Jan 1948 was approximately 47 
months, which I gave up so I would 
not be promoted too quickly. Short- 
ly after I received my RA commis- 
sion temporary promotions to Cap- 
tain opened and I felt certain that 
with my time in grade and possess- 
ing an RA commission I would be 
high on the list. When the promotion 
criteria was announced it was re- 
vealed that Regulars would be pro- 
moted only on their permanent date 
of rank. 

I finally got my promotion to Cap- 
tain in June 1951, which places me 
in the “also ran” category. 

If the present session of Congress 
would see fit to pass legislation to 
restore the lost active commissioned 
rank, I solemnly promise that if I’m

Jinxed Officers 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Between 1947 and 1951 some 2,000 
officers were integrated into the 
Regular Army under the Competi- 
tive Tour Program which was pat- 
terned after the pre-1940 Thomason 
Act Program. 

Officers integrated prior to the 
start of the competitive tour system 
(1947) had their ranks adjusted ac- 
cording to their ages and length of 
commissioned service and also their 
experience (war service score). How- 
ever, when the competitive tour of- 
ficers were integrated, none of them 
were given credit for anything! 
All of them were appointed with a 
1 January 1948 date of rank or later! 
About seventy-five per cent of these 
officers lost up to five years credit 
for commissioned service prior to 1 
January 1948. 

At the present time under the new 
integration program all officers are 
given full credit toward promotion 
for all their service as a commis- 
sioned officer. 

This appears to be a gross injus- 
tice to the competitive tour ap- 
pointees who have already been RA 
officers for the past 8 to 10 years 
and are now being pushed farther 
and farther behind with every new 
RA appointment of World War II 
officers. Little wonder that these 
poor fellows turn in their resigna- 
tions. For in all probability they will 
spend 15 to 20 years as company 
grade officers! This is shades of the 
late 20’s and 30's.

able to “take care of fast Russian atomic 
submarines.” He indicated that there is 
a pressing need for development of a 
anti-submarine torpedo able to out-speed 
submarines of the Nautilus-type. 

Referring to “Betty,” an air dropped 
atomic depth charge, Admiral Withington 
expressed concern over the fact that the 
Navy did not have more of them. He said 
he hoped for “a large stockpile” of the 
powerful anti-submarine weapon. 

He cited two problems inherent in the 
powerful weapon. Since they are so ex- 
pensive, he explained, the Fleet will have 
to be careful not to launch them against 
false targets. At the same time, opera- 
tional training with the “Betty” is pre- 
cluded because of their expense. He 
stated that a single shot would cost the 
country more than $1 million. 


Radar Is “Achilles Heel’’ 


“The Achilles heel” of guided missile 
cruisers,’ Admiral Withington said, “is 
in their air-search radar.” He said that 
more then a half dozen eléctronic com- 
panies are working on the problem of 
reducing the size of radars for use aboard 
ships. He explained that while the Army 
and Air Force can build huge radar, 
the Navy must limit itself to sets weigh- 
ing no more than 15 tons. Stating that 
the effective range of radar sets should 
be at least 200 miles, the Admiral ob- 
served that he “would be surprised” if 
this goal were achieved in the immediate 
future. 

In the sonar field, however, the Ad- 
miral said the Navy has achieved sub- 
stantial gains. He said sonar gear now 
in use has five times the effective range 
of WWII gear. During WWII, the effec- 
tive range of sonar was about 1,000 yards. 
He observed that there “are big develop- 
ments coming along” in this field. 

He described our defense against Rus- 
sian mines as “not very good,” and stated 
that the pressure-activated mines are 
“essentially unsweepable.” 

On the plus side of the ledger, the Ad- 
miral revealed development of a “swim- 
ming” mine which, launched like a tor- 
pedo, travels into enemy harbors where 
it lurks in wait for enemy ships. This 
development permits sowing of under- 
water mines in areas inaccessible to 
submarines. 

Admiral Withington assumes command 
of Naval Forces, Japan, in April. 

His successor is RAdm. Paul D. Stroop. 





Comptroller Ignores 


Court Decision 


The Comptroller General has decided 
he will not follow a recent decision of 
the U. S. Court of Claims which entitles 
Reserve officers to retirement pay based 
on a permanent Reserve rank higher 
than the temporary grade in which they 
last served on active duty. 

Disputing the Claims Court’s ruling in 
the case of Col. Louis S. Tracy, USAR- 
Ret., the Comptroller advised Secretary 
of Defense Neil H. McElroy that other 
Reserve officers who are similarly re- 
tired should not be given the benefit of 
the Tracy decision. He added, however, 
that he would pay the judgment awarded 
by the Court to Colonel Tracy. 

In effect, the Comptroller held that 
persons retired under section 402 of the 
1949 Career Compensation Act, or those 
retired for physical disability after the 
enactment of P.L. 1028, 84th Congress, 
were not entitled to retirement pay based 
on a permanent Reserve rank higher 
than the temporary grade in which they 
were serving on active duty at the time 
of retirement, 

Three more cases, similar to that of 
Colonel Tracy, are now pending before 
the Court of Claims.

vided for captains and majors, and 
would add some steps-in-grade for E-2, 
E-3 and E-4. 

Here are the newly proposed rates: 

For Captain: Base rate $432; after two 
years in grade, $458; four years in grade, 
$485; six years in grade, $500. Steps-in- 
grade at the one-year, three-year and 
five-year points are eliminated. 

For Major: Base rate $550; after two 
years in grade, $575; four years in grade, 
$600; six years in grade, $630. 

For E-2: Base rate remains the same 
as previously proposed, $85.80. After one 
year in grade it would jump to $108. 
There is no step-in-grade increase for 
this rank in the earlier Pentagon plan. 

For E-3: Base rate, $110; after one year 
in grade, $125; after two years in grade, 
$135. The step-in-grade after one-year is 
a new feature for this grade. 

For E-4: Base rate, $150; after one year 
in grade, $170; after two years in grade, 
$180; after four years in grade, $190. The 
one-year and four-year’ step-in-grade 
features are new. 


Here Are Highlights 


In other highlights on the pay front 
this week: 

e The Kilday subcommittee indicated 
that it probably will retain special in- 
centive pay for doctors (page 32). 

e@ It was learned that survivor benefits 
and death gratuities will be increased as 
military pay goes up (page 1). 

e GE President Ralph J. Cordiner gave 
strong additional backing to the pro- 
posed proficiency pay concept (page 2).

Reason For Sr. Officer Cut 


e Assistant Secretary of Defense 
William H. Francis, jr, told the Stennis 
Subcommittee that the Defense Depart- 
ment had planned to ask for the original 
Cordiner pay scales for general and flag 
officers, but eventually reduced the rates 
out of fear that they might result in 
some top military officers receiving more 
pay than the Secretary of Defense. 


e Army Chief of Staff General Max- 
well D. Taylor disclosed that out of 100 
second lieutenants entering the Army, 
72 can expect to make major, 64 will be 
promoted to lieutenant colonel, 34 to 
colonel and two to general officer rank. 
But, he said every young officer should 
be “fighting” to get to the top grade, 
and their incentive to fight for higher 
rank will be greater if the pay scales for 
senior officers are increased. 


| e Army Secretary Wilber M. Brucker 
| said longevity is the “Achilles heel” of 
| the present pay system. He also told the 
Stennis Subcommittee that he would not 
recommend any further increases for the 
lieutenant grades. Young officers, he said, 
“can be spoiled by moving too fast.” He 
noted that second lieutenants already go 
to the next higher grade at the end of 18 
months and are promoted to captain in 
three and one-half to four years. 

e Admiral Arleigh A. Burke, Chief of 
Naval Operations, urged the Stennis 
group to eliminate the phase-in feature 
of the proposed pay bill and to include 
the active-duty supplement as a part of 
base pay. 

e Air Force Secretary James H. Doug- 
las and Chief of Staff Thomas D. White 
told the Senate Subcommittee 12 March 
they favor the higher pay proposed for 
top officers by the Cordiner Committee, 
elimination of longevity, and pay raises 
for those on the retired list. Secretary 
Douglas said he also favors the phase-in 
plan for putting the pay raises into 
effect, General White said he believes the 
greatest impact would be made if the in- 
creases were granted in full immediately. 


Bar Assn. Asks 
Higher Lawyer Pay 


The American Bar Association called 
on the Senate Armed Services Subcom- 
mittee 12 March to grant special in- 
centive pay to military lawyers. 

Mr. Charles S. Rhyne, President of the 
association, charged that the present 
turnover rate among military lawyers is 
impairing legal services in the military 
departments. 

He urged the subcommittee to amend 
the military pay bill by providing the 
same type of special incentive pay for 
lawyers which is now paid to doctors. 

Mr. Rhyne declared that half the law- 
yers now serving in the armed forces 
are “inexperienced” and would not be in 
uniform at all except for the fact that 
the draft law propels them in that di- 
rection. 

The ABA President said surveys con- 
ducted by his organization show that 














great numbers of legal officers plan to 
leave the armed forces at the earliest 
possible date. He said proposed pay 
raises will not make them change their 
minds, but most would stay if they were 
given special incentive pay. 

Sen. Strom Thurmond (D-S.C.), who 
has sponsored separate legislation to 
provide special pay for service lawyers, 
testified in support of the ABA recom- 
mendation. He said any new military 
pay legislation would be incomplete un- 
less it includes special incentive pay for 
lawyers, 





Commands Flagship Taconic 

Capt. Briscoe Chipman, reporting from 
duty as Chief of Staff to “Commander, 
Carrier Division 14, has assumed com- 
mand of the Amphibious Force Flagship, 
USS Taconic, based at Norfolk, Va. 

He succeeded Capt. William V. Pratt 
who is slated for assignment in the 
Office of the American Legation, U. S. 
Naval Attache, Rome, Italy. 
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NO OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT has been made, but it can 
be reported that the Navy has created a high- 
level group to fortify its position against 
all proposals that would create any semblance 
of a Single Chief of Staff. It’s called the 
Gates Panel, with Secretary Gates as Chairman. 
Presumably, there are related "position paper” 
groups in the other Services. 





DON'T BE SURPRISED if the House Armed Services 
Committee, during its forthcoming Defense 
Reorganization hearings, makes a strong point 
of the fact that about 24 individuals have 
formed what some term an "interlocking 
directorate” on top-level defense studies 
during the past 12 years. There have been 
about 9 major studies on this subject; many 
of the 24 have served on two or more of the 
study projects. 





YOU CAN EXPECT ALSO that the House probe into 
Defense organization will bring to public 
light the Wheeler Report (The Journal 25 
January). This is a document prepared for 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff by representatives 
from each of the Services, under chairmanship 
of Maj. Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, USA. The Wheeler 
Report is said to oppose centralization of 
authority, as does the bill sponsored by Chair- 
man Vinson of the House Committee.

Government, the Wherry units become 
public quarters. Families occupying the 
housing forfeit their rental allowance 
just as they would if assigned to any 
other type of public quarters. 

In all, there are approximately 83,000 
Wherry units at bases and installations 
throughout the United States, including 
the 30,000 already purchased by the Gov- 
ernment. The Services plan to acquire 
an additional 20,000 during the next 16 
months. 

Many of the homes, which were con- 
structed and rented by private organi- 
zations, do not have adequate storage 
facilities. Others lack proper kitchen 
space, and some projects have too few 
or no three-bedroom units. 

The House Committee has agreed to 
let the Services spend up to $3,000 on 
each unit which is in need of structural 
changes, The aim is to make the houses 
more habitable “and to place them in 
such shape as would have them more 
nearly approximate the housing aliow- 
ance which the Serviceman will sur- 
render,” the Committee said. 

If any housing unit requires structural 
changes which would cost more than 
$3,000, the Defense Department must 
come back to the Committee and obtain 
necessary authority to proceed with the 
required work. 


Additional Units At 4 Bases 


In addition to the Wherry units already 
converted to public quarters, the Com- 
mittee also authorized the acquisition of 
3,540 Wherry units at four bases, They 
include 490 units at Ellsworth AFB, S. D.; 
700 units at Castle AFB, Calif.; 1,350 
units at Edwards AFB, Calif.; and 1,000 
units at Ft. Dix, N. J. 

New Capehart construction also was 
approved for Ft. Campbell, Ky., and Ed- 
wards AFB, Calif. The program at Ft. 
Campbell involves the construction of 
837 new Capehart homes at a cost of 
about $13.8 million. At Edwards AFB, 
778 new Capehart dwellings will be con- 
structed at a cost of about $12.8 million.

Uncertainty About Cause Of Death 
Can Cost Widows “Connected” Benefit; 


WIDOW of a totally disabled veteran 
with more than 27 years’ service 
may be barred from receiving Service- 
connected death compensation because 
of lack of current medical knowledge 
or the inability of Government special- 
ists to ascertain completely the cause 
of death. 

In cases where government doctors 
cannot with certitude determine all the 
pertinent causes of death, THE JOURNAL 
has learned, the mere possibility that 
the veteran’s death may be Service-con- 
nected is not sufficient to grant his 
widow compensation. 

The Veterans Administration, which 
has the final decision on Service-con- 
nected death benefits, emphasizes that 
where a “reasonable doubt” exists the 
claim is resolved in favor of the 
claimant. 

But, Administration officials say, this 
must be a “substantial factual doubt, 
not just a remote or speculative possi- 
bility, and must be found by the mem- 
bers of the board deciding the case. It 
cannot be a doubt in the minds of at- 
tending physicians and non-VA wit- 
nesses only.” 


Burden Of Proof On Claimant 


The burden of proof is “essentially” 
on the claimant, although the VA points 
out that there are numerous presump- 
tions and ground rules designed to fa- 
vor the person pressing a claim. It says 
that Administration officials assist 
claimants in every possible way to de- 
velop all possible entitlements to bene- 
fits. 

However, an example of how lack of 
knowledge may work against such 
claimants was a case decided by the VA 
in 1957. 

The claimant is the widow of a Span- 
ish-American War veteran, retired for 
total physical disability in 1926. She now 
receives a pension of $54.18 per month 
as a Spanish-American War widow. If 
her husband’s death had been adjudged 
Service-connected she would have re- 
ceived $206 per month. 

The cause of her husband’s first re- 
tirement was cancer of the larynx, 
which was surgically removed and 
“cured” prior to his separation from the 
Service. 


Can’t Find the Cause 


During the World War II this veteran 
was asked to serve again in the Armed 
Forces. He accepted the second tour 
of duty and was again retired for 100- 
per-cent disability in 1944, The second 
retiring board noted the original cause 
of retirement plus two additional se- 
rious medical conditions. 

The veteran died in 1955 of a secon- 
dary cancer of the gall bladder. 

On autopsy, government doctors were 
unable to find the site of the primary 
cancer. The tissues of the 1926 cancer 
were not available for study. 

Thus, it was impossible to establish 
with any complete certitude any defi- 
nite relationship or lack of it between 
the first and second cancers. It was also 
impossible to connect the terminal can- 
cer with any specific point in the vet- 
eran’s career. 


The Doctors Disagree 


A physician who attended the veteran 
during his terminal illness testified that, 
in his view, the veteran’s death should 
be adjudged Service-connected. He said 
that since they could not find the pri- 
mary cancer, and considering the vet- 
eran’s long medical history, the “doubt” 
as to cause of death should be resolved 
in favor of the veteran’s widow. 

Noting that the cause of cancer is un- 
known, he said that even if these were 
separate cancers, they might have a 
common origin. 

The Veterans Administration held 
another view. It said that the lack of 
complete knowledge about cancer and 
the “inability to determine the primary 
site of the malignancy causing death” 
do not in themselves warrant a conclu- 
sion that the second cancer was either 
related to the first or in any way con- 










nected with 
service. 

In arriving at its decision, the V4 
said it made particular reference to th 
site of the 1926 cancer. It said there wa 
no evidence of a recurrence of the cop. 
dition anywhere in the area. “This, cou. 
pled with the 29-year time span between 
cancers,” VA officials said, “preclude 
any connection between the cancers jp 
the opinion of the agency.” 

The widow’s claim for Service-con. 
nected determination was denied. 


“Do Their Darndest’’ 


The VA spokesmen said that if they 
could have established a firm basis for 
Service-connection they would have 
liked very much to pay the widow’ 
claim, They said the veteran’s long pe 
riods of service, beginning at the turn 
of the century, and his outstanding con 
tributions to the Nation certainly gave

Different Policies 


Looking further into the position of 
veterans retired for physical disability, 
THE JOURNAL found two different ap 
proaches to protecting them and their 
families. 

The first approach, that embodied ing 
the current annuity plan operations 
under the Uniformed Services Contin-j— 
gency Option Act of 1953, pictures the 
disability-retired member of the Armed##Bel 
Forces as a bad actuarial risk. This is A 
reflected in a higher set of rates for ay 
disability-retired personnel than _ fori, 
persons regularly retired. 

New proposals to change this pro 
gram (THE JOURNAL 11 January) would 
abolish the dual set of rates and put all 
subscribers to the plan under the same 
schedule of charges. However, if these 
changes are enacted, persons rétired for 
physical disability with less than 2 
years’ service would be barred from 
the benefits of the plan. These persons, 
the Act’s Board of Actuaries says, “aree 
a very bad risk.” 

The second approach to protecting 
veterans and their families is followed 
in the laws which provide government 
insurance benefits for persons who had 
served in the Armed Forces.

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Overseas School Changes Go To Congress; 
No Adjustment Seen For $245 Limitation 


The Defense Department has asked 
Congress for new legislation to improve 
the status of teachers for dependent 
children of military personnel in over- 
seas schools. 

The new program, first reported in THE 
JOURNAL 7 September 1957, provides for 
the payment of overseas teachers on a 
10-month school year basis, according to 
current stateside practice. It also pro- 
vides for additional salary schedules for 
summer school teachers, 

No changes have been proposed for ad- 
ministrative personnel in the overseas 
schools. These will remain in their pres- 
ent Civil Service status. 

Under the Defense Department pro- 
gram, which was made public by the Sen- 
ate Post Office and Civil Service Com- 
mittee, the teacher pay scales would be 
administratively set by the Secretary of

Because of the change from the lon-

At present, the widow of a colonel who 
ad completed 26 years’ service before 
is death receives $206 per month. Under 
he new plan, she would receive a min- 
mum of $214 and a maximum of $228, 
depending on the number of years which 
e had served in that grade. 

The widow of a lieutenant colonel cur- 
rently receives $189 per month if her 
usband had completed 22 years’ service 
at the time of his death. She receives a 
esser amount if he had completed less 
han 22 years’ service and a greater 
amount ($193) if he had completed more 
han 26 years’ service. Under the new 
pay bill, she would receive payments 
ranging from $192 to $207 per month, 
depending on the number of years which 
her husband had served in that grade. 

Present survivor benefit payments for 
the widows of majors range from $161 to 
6176. Under the new pay bill they would 
range from $176 to $188. 


Becomes Complicated For Jr’s 


For the survivors of junior officers, the 
ew formula is more complicated. 

For example, the survivors of captains 
urrently receive monthly checks rang- 
ng from $152 for those who die or have 
died with less than three years’ service, 
© $174 for those who die or who have 
died after completing 22 years’ service.

DEATH GRATUITY 
PAYMENTS TO RISE 


The death gratuity paid to sur- 
vivors under the Survivor Benefits 
Act will be increased for thousands 
of families if the Congress enacts 
the new military pay bill. 

At present, the gratuity is six 
months’ basic pay (plus special and 
incentive pays) at the rate to 
which the deceased member was 
entitled on the date of his death. 

In no case, however, may the 
amount be less than $800 or more 
than $3,000. 

This same formula will continue 
to apply under whatever new pay 
scales are enacted by the Congress. 

Members of the Armed Forces 
may determine the amount of the 
gratuity to be paid under the pro- 
posed pay scales by multiplying 
the proposed monthly pay for their 
rank and years-in-grade by six, 

For example, a captain with six 
years’ service now reecives $405.60 
per month in basic pay. If he re- 
ceives no special or incentive pays, 
the death gratuity which goes to 
his next of kin is $2433.60. 

Under the proposed pay increase 
the amount of the gratuity would 
be increased to $2520 for captains 
with less than 1-year in grade; 
$2538 after one year in grade; 
$2670 after two years in grade; 
$2748 after three years in grade; 
$2826 after four years in grade; 
$2910 after five years in grade and 
$3000 after six years in grade. 

An E-7 with 10 years’ service 
currently receives $261.30 per 
month in basic pay. The death 
gratuity paid to his survivors is 
$1567.80. Under the present pro- 
posed pay rates, the survivors of 
all E-7’s would receive a minimum 
death gratuity of $1800, If the man 
had completed two years in grade 
at the time of his death, the gratu- 
ity would be $1860; for four years 
in grade it would be $1920 and for 
six years in grade, $1980, 

The present top gratuity paid to 
the survivors of enlisted men who 
were not receiving special or in- 
centive pay is $2012.40. However, 
this goes only to the survivors of 
E-7’s with at least 26 years’ serv- 
ice.

additionally increased. For example, the 
survivor payment for colonels’ widows 
would range from $222 to $240, compared 
with the present top of $210 for colonels 
with 30 years’ service. 

For warrant officers, the survivor pay- 
ments would increase for all grades ex- 
cept W-1’s who remain too long in grade, 
in which case the current maximum of 
$157 would continue to apply. Here is a 
comparison of the present minimum and 
maximum survivor payments for the war- 
rant grades as compared with the mini- 
mum and maximum rates which would 
apply under the new pay Dill:

Defense, Although they have not been 
announced, Pentagon school officials in- 
dicate that they will not be significantly 
higher than at present, The teachers, 
however, would be exempted from exist- 
ing dual compensation statutes to enable 
them to collect additional pay for work 
performed during vacation periods. 

Provision has been made in the pro- 
posal for the establishment of separate 
salary scales for teachers with a bache- 
lor’s degree and those with higher de- 
grees. The dual salary schedules, Defense 
officials say, will probably contain an- 
nual increments based on the length of 
teaching experience. 


Leave Benefits Asked 


Copying existing practice in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia public schools, the De- 
partment of Defense program provides 
for 10 days administrative and sick leave 
for each school year, three of which may 
be used for any reason. The leave would 
be cumulative up to a total of 75 days. 

Teachers who are entitled to more 
than 75 days leave when the act is passed 
will be allowed to retain their full leave 
time. 


Fringe Benefits Improved 


Special provisions in the DoD bill 
would provide for the payment of quar- 
ters allowance or storage of household 
goods for the teachers at Government ex- 
pense during all vacation periods when 
school is not in session. The teachers 
would also be able to draw other special 
overseas allowances during these periods. 

Only teachers who sign over for the 
following school term would be entitled 
to fringe benefits for summer vacation 
periods, All teachers would be entitled to 
these benefits during the shorter recesses. 

The teachers are now paid on a 12- 
month basis and receive salaries only for 
periods they are actually working or 
travelling to or from their jobs, Until 
recently they could not be paid fringe 
benefits for periods in which they were 
not actually working. 

Earlier this year, Pentagon regulations 
provided for the payment of quarters 
allowance to the teachers for the short- 
er vacation periods. The remainder of the 
Defense Department school program, in- 
cluding the fringe benefits for the sum- 
mer vacation periods, cannot be put into 
effect without Congressional approval. 


Per-Pupil Limit Unchanged 


Despite heavy criticism from many 
quarters, the Defense Department does 
not plan to ask for any change in the 
annual $245 per-pupil budget limitation 
imposed upon the overseas schools. 

Attacks by Rep. Daniel J. Flood (D.- 
Pa.), by the overseas teachers them- 
selves and by many Service school offi- 
cials have failed to change the Pentagon 
position on this matter, It was noted, 
however, that funding changes effected 
late last year to transfer some school 
charges to other Armed Forces accounts, 
would partially relieve the financial 
strait jacket imposed on the overseas 
schools,

ter raincoat, Navy officers were required 
to own a Winter overcoat which weighed 
about 30 ounces per square yard of ma- 
terial. At the same time, they had au- 
thority to wear a blue raincoat in 
appropriate weather. 
The Naval Uniform Board, noting 
hat a larger number of officers rejected 
the heavy “bridgecoat” and made exclu- 
sive use of the light-weight Winter rain- 
oat with removeable liner, decided that 
ction should be taken to get all officers 
into a coat which would have a more 
military appearance. 


Tests Light Fabric 

Recognizing that part of the reason 
for rejection of the Winter “bridgecoat” 
vas its heavy weight, the Board ordered 
, Fleet wear-test of a medium-weight 
Vinter overcoat made of a fabric weigh- 
ing 18 to 22 ounces per square yard. 

As was the case with the old “bridge- 
oat,” the Board recommended that the 


imedium-weight” coat be fitted with gold 


buttons and shoulder boards, 

Before the Board reached this decision, 
many Officers took a chance that they 
yould not be assigned to commands 
where the heavy Winter coat would be 
meeded. Instead, they stuck with the rain- 
oat which, in effect, is a rain-proof tp- 
oat. 

The heavy overcoat costs more than 
5100, while the raincoat with a removable 
iner costs about $65 to $70. 

It was not only the price difference 
which prompted officers to ignore the 
overcoat. Most officers feel that the rain- 
oat is a better all-purpose garment since 
he lining can be removed when they are 
assigned to moderately cold-weather 
areas. On the other hand, they feel that 
he overcoat is tailored of a fabric too 
eavy for use in all types of winters.

has the potential of being a successor to 
the helicopter, General Shaw replied 
that it is not likely to be an assault craft 
for the Marine Corps. He said that the 
Corps has conducted a number of exer- 
cises using the seaplane, but felt that 
since it must discharge its troops on 
beaches, the vehicle does not offer as 
much of an advantage as the helicopter 
which can ignore enemy beach defenses. 
“The probable loss of the seaplanes,” he 
noted, “would make them less effective 
than an LVT.” 

The General said, however, that the 
Corps will have the capability of landing 
small Marine elements from Navy sea- 
planes. Their advantage, he said, lies in 
their ability to race to unoccupied areas. 

General Shaw said that he did not

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Special Pay For Physicians And Dentists 
May Be Retained By Kilday Subcommittee 


The success of the Doctors and Den- 
tists Career Incentive Act may enable 
military medical officers to keep their 
present special incentive pay, in addition 
to increases granted by the new Armed 
Forces pay bill. 

Kilday House Armed Services Subcom- 
mittee members have expressed reluc- 
tance to tamper with the special pay for 
medical officers in view of the “positive 
results” being achieved by the incentive 
plan. ; 

Assistant Secretary of Defense Wil- 
liam H. Francis has advised the Com- 
mittee that the Pentagon “would not be 
opposed” to retaining the special pay in 
its present form should the Committee 
so desire. 

If special incentive pay is retained for 
doctors and dentists, they will receive 
from $50 to $150 more per month than 
is now proposed in the pay bill. 

For example, a medical colonel with 
22 years’ service currently receives 
$717.60 base pay, plus $250 special in- 
centive pay for a total of $967.60. 


Ask $1,648 Increase 

Under the Defense Department plan 
he would receive base pay of $905, plus 
$100 special incentive pay for doctors, 
plus a $100 special active duty supple- 
ment, for a total of $1105—an annual in- 
crease of $1,648.80. 

This compares with an annual increase 
of $3,448.80 for a Line Colonel with the 
same years of service. 

If the special incentive pay for doctors 
is retained, however, the medical colonel 
would receive a new base pay of $905 (if 
he has at least two years’ in grade), plus 
$100 active duty supplement, and $250 
special incentive pay, for a total of $1255 

an annual increase of $3,448.80, the 
same as his Line counterpart. 

Thus, a colonel with 22 years’ service 
would receive annual compensation to- 
talling $17,686.56, counting all pay and 
allowances and assuming that he has de- 
pendents. This compares with new sta- 
tistics which show that the average in-

come of a doctor in civilian life was 
$18,000 last year. 

If the committee agrees to keep the 
special incentive pay for doctors it will 
mean $50 more per month than the 
Pentagon bill now allows for officers in 
pay grades 0-2, 0-3 and 0-4, provided they 
have completed at least two years’ active 
duty; $50 more per month for 0-5’s with 
less than 10 years’ service; and $150 
more per month for officers in pay 
grades 0-6, 0-7 and 0-8. 

Committee Counsel John R. Blandford 
noted that resignations from the medical 
corps in each Service have been going 
steadily downhill. 

In the Army the resignation rate 
dropped from 15 per cent in fiscal ’54, to 
11.8 per cent in fiscal '55, and to 3.4 per 
cent in fiscal 56. In the Navy, during 
the same period, the rate went from 15.1 
to 8.1 to 1.8. In the Air Force, resigna- 
tions totalled 7.5 per cent in fiscal ’54, 
6.0 per cent in fiscal ’55 and 2.9 per cent 
in fiscal ’56. 

Career Corps Improves 

Mr. Blandford said the Services are 
making good progress in establishing a 
career corps of medical officers. 

Secretary Francis admitted that the 
Pentagon “would hate to do anything to 
upset this new trend.” When the De- 
fense Department pay plan was drafted, 
he said, it was not known that the Ad- 
ministration planned to ask for signifi- 
cant salary increases for civilian doctors 
in the Government, 

The Administration has asked for in- 
creases ranging up to $2240 annually for 
Civil Service and Veterans Administra- 
tion doctors. 

In the light of these proposed in- 
creases, Secretary Francis said the Pen- 
tagon would not oppose the continua- 
tion of special incentive pay for medical 
officers. 

Chairman Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex) in- 
dicated that such a move may be wise 
since the Congress, in any event, will 
have to take another look at the incen- 
tive pay law next year when it expires.

Flying Training Program 

Flying training will continue to in- 
clude a full course in navigation, leading 
to the aeronautical rating of navigator 
upon graduation; a two weeks’ introduc- 
tion to pilot training, familiarization 
flights with experienced pilots in jet air- 
craft, and soaring. All cadets who are 
still physically qualified for pilot train- 
ing when they graduate from the Acad- 
emy are obligated to take full-scale pilot 
training after graduation. 

Military studies will continue to in- 








clude courses in the history, organization 
and traditions of the U.S. Air Force; the 
organization of the Department of De- 
fense, the U.S. Army and the U.S. Navy; 
logistics; air doctrine and the employ- 
ment of combat forces. In connection 
with these studies, cadets will visit major 
combat and support commands of the 
U.S. Air Force; Army and Navy installa- 
tions, and an ICBM launching site of the 
Strategic Air Command and an ICBM 
factory. In addition, they will participate 
as “junior officers” in the activities of 
operational Air Force squadrons. Accord- 
ing to present plans, members of the ist
